Nuclear Project In Kern County 
Is Taking Another Forward Step 


BAKERSFIELD — San 
Joaquin Nuclear Project (SJNP) 
participants have submitted to 
the U.S. Atomic Energy 
commission (AEC). an Early Site 
Review report which requests 
that a limited issue review be 
conducted on a_ proposed 
nuclear power plant site 10 miles 
northwest of Wasco in Kern 
county. 

The requested review deals 
only with hydrology, geology, 
seismology and. seismic criteria. 

Eugen Koffmann, SJNP 
project manager, said the early 
review commits neither the 
project nor the AEC to the site. 

“It seeks to determine at the 
earliest possible date whether 
the site may satisfy stringent 
federal requirements in these 
limited issues. It in no ‘way 
changes the needs for public 
hearings, permits and _ licenses 
which relate to project safety 
and environmental aspects,” he 
said. 

Copies of the early site review 
report will be provided to Kern 


county supervisors and the Kern 
County library. 

The AEC review of limited 
issues is expected to take several 
months. The overall SJNP 
feasibility study is expected to 
be completed later in the year. 

Participants in the proposed 
$2 billion nuclear power project 
include California Department 
of Water Resources, Pacific Gas 
& Electric company, San Diego 
Gas & Electric company, 
Southern California Edison 
company and the Los Angeles 
Department of Water and Power.
